BREATHING WHILE SWIMMING. 

R B. writes: The suggestion from 
your column not to breathe when the 
head is more or less submerged is ridic- 
ulous and plainly shows the learned doc- 
tors of the association have no practical 
knowledge of swimming. 

Proper breathing, regular and unre- 
stricted, is as necessary while swimming 
as it is ashore. Until proper breathing 
in the water is learned (indeed, it should 
be mastered first), one can never become 
a capable switimer, but becomes ex- 
hausted after a few strokes and can 
never safely go into the water deeper 
than the shoulders. 

In all modern, efficient strokes the 
face and part of the head are submerged 
the greater part of the time, and unless 
exhalation through the nostrils, with the 
mouth closed, takes place continuously 
during the time the nose is submerged, 
water will enter it and eventually get 
into the larynx. The effect of raw water 
on the membraties of the fiose, or the 
entrance of water into the larynx, is too 
familiar to you to need discussion. 

Owing to the brief time the face is 
exposed, the breath is quickly taken 
through the mouth (wide open to prevent 
sucking in water), and the moment the 
face turns down exhalation commences 
and continues, timed to be complete

Can’t Have Nails 
Like Other Girls

It is the exceptional women one sees 
nowadays whose nalls look as though 
they were not treated regularly to a 
manicure. I learn from an authori- 
tative source that a recent investiga- 
tion discloses that over 90 per cent 
of women do their own manicuring. 
The claim is not that the expense 
makes it prohibitive to patronize the 
beauty parlors, but the time involved 
is the stickler.

It does not require a prohibitive ex- 
penditure? for a manicure outfit, and 
if a couple of minutes are given the 
nails daily, with a regular weekly man- 
icure, the hands will be always pre- 
sentable.

Manufacturers have met the demand 
of the home manicurist in a most sat- 
isfactory way with the necessary tools 
and polishes, done up in tidy little 
boxes containing all that ts needed for 
the job. One does not even have to 
suffer the broken and untidy ctticle or 
“hangnail” that used to discourage 
the nonprofessional. There are cuticle 
removers on the market that do away 
with the need of cutting the cuticle at 
the base of the nails. . 

The thin fold of scarf skin about the 
base of the nail is like a selvage edge 
of a piece of cloth. When it is cut 
or torn, the whole nail gradually rav- 
els out—just as cléth ravels when the 
selvage is cut. You can take off the 
hard, dry edges quickly, easily, and 
harmlessly with one of the cuticle re- 
movers. Work around and under the 
nails with an orange stick dipped in 
the liquid, rinse, and when drying, 
push the cuticle gently back. The 
dead particles wiil wipe away, leaving 
the nail trim and even. 


> 
About all you need for the home 
manicure is an orange wood stick, a 
file, a couple of tiny emery boards to 
smooth the nail surface, a polish—pow- 
der or liquid; whichever your prefer— 


cuticle remover, and a bit of cotton 


to apply around the edges of the nail; 
also a polisher, if you use the powder, 
a bowl of warm soapy water, a nail 
brush, and perhaps nail white to give 
the nail tip a dainty touch of groom- 
ing. 

It is a simple outfit, really, for one 
that returns such dividends in that 
self-satisfied feeling that you can keep 
your hands aboveboerd all the time.

Peking Leader Promises 
End to Disputed Tax.

TOKIO, Nov. 20.—Commercial . cir- 
cles in Japan, especially the cotten 
men of Osaka, are extremely nervous 
over what many consider a complete 
surrender by the powers to China 
through granting a practically uncon- 
ditional customs autonomy on China’s 
bare pledge to abolish the likin [inter- 
nal tax], which a majority of observ- 
ers believe to be an absolute impos- 
sibility for many years. 

The resolution adopted in Peking 
yesterday is in direct contradiction to 
the words spoken here by Silas H. 
Strawn, the American delegate; Eki 
Tioki, the Japanese delegate, and Sir 
J. W. R. Macleay, the British dele- 
gate. It is believed the delegates sur- 
rendered because they feared out- 
breaks against foreigners in China. 
with the repudiation of all treaties, as 
urged by the Russians. ‘ 


Pledges End of Tax. 


PEKING, Nov. 20.—(4)—Chilia rec- 
ognizes a moral! obligation to abolish 
the likin, her ancient tax on goods in 
inland transit, at the same time that 
she achieves the autonomy in. tariff 
matters which the Chinese customs 
conference has pledged to give her be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1929, Dr. C. T. Wang, 
chief of the Chinese delegation, said 
today. Dr. Wang was discussing the 
fact that the conference’s pledge made 
yesterday was unconditional, China 
merely making a simultaneous prom- 
ise that the likin would be abolished. 

“The breaking down of our ancient 
trade barriers ig more vital to us Chi- 
nese than to forelgners,’’ he said. 
‘‘China has pieaged ner word to make 
abolition of the likin and putting the, 
new national tariff law into effect coin- 
cidental. If provincial authorities ob- 
struct the abolition, and thereby delay 
the full benefits of the new tariff law, 
Chinese public opinion will find a way 
to remove the obstructionists.
